Mr.  Joseph  Lott  Percy  of  Verona, 
one  of  the  oldest  residents  of  Fronte- 
nac  County  died  Feb.  19th  at  the  age 
;  of  96.  Born  in  Camden  Township  in 
1835,  the  son  of  Michael  Ryn.n  Percy,  a 
veteran  of  the  war  of  1812,  Mr.  Percy 
was  of  U.  E.  Loyalist  descent.

I  have  your  letter  of  December  lU-,  which 
I  find  very  interesting.    You  are  probably  right  in 
thinking  that  John  Piercy  was  in  this  county  for 
only  a  short  time,  for  there  seems  to  be  nothing 
whatever  reported  about  him  here.     Notably,  there 
ere  no  deeds  recorded  in  the  name  of  Piercy  between 
17%  (the  date  of  establishment  of  this  county)  and 
1912.     I  have  not  searched  later  indexes. 

I  am  especially  Interested  because  I  have 
been  collecting;  data  on  the  York  County  loyalists 
for  several  years,  and  never  came  upon  this  man's 
name.     I  would  like  to  add  the  data  that  you  have  on 
his  claim  to  my  files:  what  is  the  source  of  your 
information  as  to  his  claim?     I  find  no  mention  of 
him  in  the  index  to  the  reports  of  the  Ontario  Bureau 
of  Archives,  and  in  looking;  over  the  Pennsylvania 
volumes  of  the  American  Loyalist  Papers  in  the  New 
York  Public  Library  (which  are  transcripts  from  the 
Public  Record  Office  in  London)  last  winter  I  found 
no  mention  of  his  claim,  at  least  made  no  note  of  it. 
However,  my  time  was  limited  and  the  material  was  so 
extensive  that  I  might  easily  have  missed  it. 


I  will  be  very  grateful  indeed  for  any 
further  information  that  you  may  obtain  concerning 
this  man.     Needless  to  say,  if  any  data  come  to 
light  here  they  will  certainly  be  sent  you.  Perhaos 
I  should  mention  that  the  fact  that  there  are  no 
deeds  recorded  in  the  name  of  John  Piercy  in  York 
County  is  not  conclusive  proof  that  he  did  not  own

John  Costello,  stating  his  father  served  during  the  American  War  in  Jessups  Corps  of 

Rangers,  &  that  he  was  active  in  the  defence  of  Quebec  against  Gen.  Montgomery,  that 
Petitioners  father  died  in  Montreal  in  the  year  1781,  &  praying  that  a  portion  of 
land  his  father  might  have  been  entitled  to  may  be  allowed  to  him. 
Soldiers  having  died  before  their  arrival  in  this  Province  have  no  claims  to  land 
in  it.  But  the  Board  orders  200  acres  to  the  Petitioner  with  addition  as  a  tailor 
is  likely  to  be  of  use  in  that  capacity.

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PIERCY  or  PERCY  of  Ernesttown. 


JOHN  PIERCY,  one  of  the  early  settlers  to  arrive  in  what  is  now  Ontario,    Of  his  origin 
and  ancestry  there  is  some  doubt.  It  has  been  variously  stated  by  his  grand- 
children to  have  been  England,  Belfast,  Ireland ,  Wexford  county,  Ireland, 
Wicklow  county,  Ireland  and  the  New  England  States,  Needless  to  say,  however 
the  name  Piercy  is  English  and  there  are  still  numerous  families  of  that 
name  in  England  to-day.  His  grandson,  Joseph  Lott  Percy  of  Verona  states  that 
his  grandparents  came  from  county  V/icklow,  Ireland.  This  may  be  partly  true 
as  Katherine,  the  grandmother,  was  certainly  Irish.  If  John  Piercy  was  not 
Irish  where  did  he  meet  his  wife?  A  possible  answer  may  be  found  in  the 
United  Empire  L4Jr41ist  List  where  is  found  the  following  items — 

1.  Oastiller,  Lawrence 

2.  Costelow,  James    Soldier,  Loyal  Rangers,  died  in  1782. 

3.  Percy,  John     Ernesttown    Soldier,  Loyal  Rangers  A.  McL. 

4.  Piercy,  John    a  wife  and  two  children.  Provisioned  at  Cataraqui. 
In  explanation  it  may  be  said  that  John  Piercy' s  wife  was  Katherine  Ryan 
widow  of  James  Oostello.  The  name  Costello  is  Irish  and  the  pronunciation  as 
given  by  descendants  gives  the  final  o  a  long  sound  as  in  low.  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  the  two  Oostello  men  Mentioned  above  have  the  same  pronunciation 

of  the  name.  It  might  be  mentioned  further  that    the  widow  Oostello  brought 
with  her  at  marriage  to  Piercy  two  or  three  children  among  whom  was  one, 
James.  All  this  with  the  fact  that  there  was  also  a  John  Piercy  in  the  Loyal 
Rangers  would  very  easily  point  to  an  American    origin  for  this  John  Piercy.  « 
Imagination  can  very  well  follow  John  Piercy  from  -england^  to  America  where 
he  becomes  embroiled  in  the  Revolution.  His  recent  emigration  from  the  Old 
Land  would  make  him  a  staunch  Loyalist  and  so  we  would  find  him  enlisting  in 
a  Loyalist  Regiment.  So  it  would  be  easy  to  find  him  a  member  of  the  Loyal 
Rangers  with  James  Oostello  as  a  comrade-at-arms.  In  1782  James  dies  and 
leaves  a  widow  who  later  becomes  the  wife  of  John  and  with  him  and  her  children 
they  emigrate  to  Canada.

These  items  show  the  presence  of  Ryans  Piercys  Percys  and  Costalows  living  near 
one  another  in  New  Hampshire.  From  such  a  community  may  have  come  the  family 
we  are  dealing  with. 

Another  aspect  of  interest  is  that  Katherine  Ryan  had  a  brother,  Michael,  who 
was  a  Catholic  priest.  It  came  to  his  ears  some  years  after  Katherine' s 
second  marriage  that  she  and  her  husband  were  bringing  the  children,  both 
Costello  and  Piercy,  up  to  be  Protestants.  Famile  fradition  has  it  that  he 
came  to  Canada  on  this  account  and  when  he  accosted  them  about  this  breach  of 
faith  he  was  kicked  out  by  his  brother-in-law.  Michael  was  then  said  to  have 
gone  to  the  Irish  Catholic  Settlement  north  of  Newb,rg,  .at. 


John  Piercy  with  his  wife  ,  children  and  stepchildren  arrived  at  Quebec  in,JL&S£L  and 
four  hours  after  their  second  son,  Michael  Ryan,  was  horn.  After  a  short  sojourn 
here  they  travelled  on  up  the  St.  Lawrence  River  Valley  finally  settling  in  Ernest- 
town  Township  of  the  present  County  of  Lennox  &  Addington.  Family  tradition  says 
that  their  first  home  was  south  of  Hapanee  and  west  of  Bath.  John  and  Michael,  his 
two  sons  received  grants  of  land  from  the  Crown  in  the  second;  concession  of 
Ernesttown  which  seems  to  have  been  the  original  home  of  the  family.  The  following 
is  a  copy  of  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  the  County  of  Lennox  &  Addington — 

1.  John  Pearcy  grant  from  the  Crown  May  5,  1823  of  lot  3,  cone.  2  E§-  of  W§-. 

Deed  to  Sheldon  Hawley  Oct.  18,  1827. 

2.  Michael  Pearcy  grant  from  the  Crown  Dec.  29,  1823  lot  3,  cone.  2  WJ. 
There  is  a  considerable  lapse  of  time  between  the  arrival  of  the  family  and  the 
grants  from  the  Crown.  This  does  not  necessarily  signify  that  this  land  was  not 
occupied  because  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  land  was  given  to  the  Loyalists  in 
1784  and  later,  there  were  no  deeds  given  them  until  1800  or  later.  Another  point 
in  favor  of  this  lot  as  the  first  home  of  the  family  is  that  practically  all  the 
children  married  inhabitants  of  the  neighboring  township,  Fredericksburg  which 
was  less  than  a  mile  distant. 

Little  else  is  known  about  John  I  except  that  he  died  in  1811  when  his  son  Michael 
Ryan  Piercy  was  16  years  of  age. 

His  wife,  Catherine  Ryan  Piercy,  widow  of  James  Costello,  survived  him.  She  lived 
on  a  part  of  the  first  property  and  was  accidentally  killed  in  a  very  tragic 
manner  about  1820.  This  unfortunate  happening  is  illustrative  of  the  times. 
It  was  the  custom  of  the  people  of  that  section  of  the  country  to  make  regular  trips 
to  the  market  at  Kingston  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  produce  of  their  gardens. 
These  trips  were  made  over  the  rough  roads  of  the  pioneers  and  speed  was  hard  to 
obtain.  Such  a  journey  meant  spending  the  night  at  an  Inn  near  Kingston  so  as  to 
be  at  the  Market  at  an  early  hour.  The  return  trip  was  made  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  market  day  and  it  was  often  midnight  before  home  was  reached. 
On  such  a  trip  Katherine  set  out  accompanied  by    her  grandson,  Michael  Richardson, 
a  boy  of  15  or  16.  At  the  Five  Mile  House,  a  popular  Inn  of  that  time  they  stopped 
to  rest  and  water  the  horses.  At  the  same  time  she  sent  Michael  in  to  enquire  if 
they  could  obtain  lodgings  for  the  night.  He  returned  with  an  answer  in  the  aff- 
irmative but  she  refused  to  stay,  and  hurried  on  the  way  toward  Kingston.  The 
reason  she  gave  was  that  she  had  seen  a  coffin  and  candles  under  the  Inn  shed. 
They  passed  the  night  at  an  Inn  nearer  the  Market  and  the  next  norning  reached 
the  market  uneventfully.  On  the  return  trip  they  stopped  at  the  Five  Mile  House 
to  rest  and  water  the  horses  as  before.  Michael  removed  the  bridles,  and  as  the 
horses  were  drinking  he  started  to  operate  the  pump.  The  horses  became  scared  and 
turned  sharply  to  bolt.  This  upset  the  wagon  and  threw  Katherine  and  the  load  to 
the  ground.  A  barrel  of  salt  rolled  on  her  and  she  died  shortly  after. 
Katherine  Ryan,  by  her  marriage  with  James  Costello,  had  three  or  four  children. 
Of  these  the  following  are  known — 

1.  James  Costello  who  came  to  Canada  with  his  father-in-law,  John  Piercy. 
He  married  and  had  a  son 

Charles  who  married  a  daughter  of  Joseph  Brown  who  lived  in  the 

Brown  Settlement  north  of  Moscow  on  the  road  to  Enterprise. 

This  Brown  family  were  Quakers. 

He  is  said  to  have  had  four  daughters  and  a  son. 

1.  married  Dan  Richardson. 

2.  married  a  Dryden  and  later  a  Vankoughnet. 

3.  Ann  married  Thomas  Dryden.  She  was  born  Feb.  25,  1834  & 

died  Dec.  10,  1879  aged  44  years,  9  months  &  15  days. 
She  is  buried  in  Bethany-Racdonald  Cemetery  in  Fred- 
ericksbugg.  The  following  children  are  buried  with 
her 

1.  Martha  A  died  Aug.  9,  1869  aged  21  days. 

2.  Ida  E.     died  Aug.  9,  1871,  aged  9  months. 


4.  a  daughter  of  whom  nothing  is  known. 

5*  James. 

His  property  was  divided  among  his  four  daughters  so  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  his  son,  James  died  during  his  father's 
lifetime. 

There  were  a  short  time  ago  several  Costellos  living  on  Amher3t  Island. 
A  geography  of  Frontenac  &  Lennox  &  Addington  Counties,  1878,  shows 
Luke  Costello  occupying  lot  6,  North  Shore  Concession,  There  is  also 
the  following  in  a  Directory  of  the  County  of  Hastings  by  Mackenzie 
Bowell,  1860  —

2.  *Katherine  Costello,  married  Henry  Richardson  of  Fredericksburg,  10  Mar. , 
1801.  She  is  mentioned  as  of  Ernesttown.  Church  records  of  the  Rev. 
John  McDowell  show  this  marriage  as  well  as  the  following  births —

There  was  present  at  their  marriage  William  Richardson,  James  Richardson 
and  Jane  Scheme rhorn. 

(See  note  under  Rebecca  Piercy  regarding  this  family). 
The  children  of  John  Piercy  &  Katherine  Ryan  are  the  following —

the  presence  of  James  Castelloe,  Lovina  Curtis,  Samuel  Brownson  and 
Alexander  McPherson. 

The  church  records  of  the  Rev.  John  McDowell  give  this  marriage  as  well 
as  the  birth  of  their  eldest  child — 

1.  Katreen  born  or  bapt  27  Feb. ,  1805, 
There  is  much  confusion  at  present  as  to  the  children  of  Rebecca  Piercy 
and  Katherine  Costello.  Those  given  above  are  the  only  ones  which  are 
authentic.  There  are,  however  others.    One  family  contains  these — 
James,  Michael  and  Asa,  while  the  other  has  Michael,  Philip  and  Jacob. 
This  last  family  also  had  Asa.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  each  family  had 
aa  Asa  and  a  Michael.  The  two  Michaels  are  very  different  types  and 
were  distinguished  by  their  characteristics.  One  Michael  was  a  wild 
harum  scarum  fellow  and  received  the  cognomen,  "Fighting  Mike"  while 
the  second  being  a  quieter  boy  though  given  to  expressing  an  opinion 
was  called  "Opinion  Mike".  One  of  these  boys  married  Rachel  Atchison 
(This  was  Fighting  Mike)  while  "Opinion  Mike"  married  a  Miss  Brown. 
"Opinion  Mike"  was  with  his  grandmother  Piercy  when  she  was  Killed. 
"Fighting  Mike"  became  embroiled  in  the  Rebellion  of  1837  and  because 
of  his  rebel  tendencies  was  sent  to  Van  Diemens'  Land  for  life. 
The  Asa  Richardson,  born  1811  or  1812  and  died  May  17,  1898  and 
buried  in  the  Bethany-Macdonald  Cemetery  in  without  doubt  the  son  of 
one  of  these  women. 

Further  knowledge  of  these  families  is  lacking.

The  information  that  I  sup, -lied  you  about  the  war 
service  of  John  r'ercy,  or  riercy,  came  from  vol.  161  and  vol.  162  of  the  Haldimand 
Pacers  in  the  yublic  Archives  of  Canada,  Ottawa,  Out.  In  the  former  vol.  the  name 
is'  Spoiled  _ earcy  and  in  the;  latter  Percey  .  I  very  much  doubt  if  .you  vail  find 
the  name  of  John  Anderson  In  tnese  papers,  for  these  reasons 

1.  I  huve  been  through  them  and  would  most  likely  have  noted  the  name 

since    I  am  interested  in  it. 
£.  I  John  Anderson,  whom  i  believe  to  nave  settled  in  Fredericksbargh, 

made  application  fcr  land  in  the  Midland  District  (the  one  in  which 
Fredericks burgh  is  located),  asking  land  for  himself  and  family 

as  a  military  claimant  and  stating  service  in  the  toy*!  Artillery 
under  General  PhillipB.  Also  that  he  had  fled  to  Nova  Scotia,  not 
coming  to  Ontario  until  1795. 

It  is  very  probaile  tliat  John  Percy  was  descended 
from  the  fully  of  the  x^aris  of  Percy  6  Lukes  of  Northumberland.  I,  however,  have 
nothing  on  tiiat  line.  As  far  as  I  know,  no  tiling  further  is  known  of  John  fere, 
exce  >t  what  I  nave  sent  you.  The  Haldimand  Papers  show  that  a  Daniel  Piercy  joined 
a  Loyalist  Pediment,  the  queen's  Loyal  hangers,  recruited  largely  in  Vermont,  in 
the  summer  of  1777,  but  was  discharged  for  one  reason  or  another  between  25  June 
and  22  August,  1777.  This  regiment  was  badly  decimated  at  the  Battle  of  Bennington 
una  was  split  Hp  shortly  after.  A  volume  of  Documentary  history  of  the  State  of 
lOi  lork  (Albany,  lul)  State,  dealing  vdth  the  Hoi  Hampshire  Grants  (now  Vermont) 
mentions  a  Daniel  Perce.  In  ilov.,  1768  he  signed  a  petition,  dated  B*m  England, 
regarding  these  Grants.  About  tue  same  time  he  signed  a  document,  giving  power 
of  Attorney  to  certain  other  partners  to  act  fcr  him.  These  are  likely  one  and  the 
same  r-erson,  and  likely  he  was  discharged  because  he  was  unfit  to  fight,  being  too 
old.  By  the  same  token  he  came  from  New  Lngland  and  was  perhaps  the  father  of  John 
Percy,  the  Loyalist.  The  only  other  mention  of  persons  by  thii  name  in  U.S.  of  Rev- 
olutionary period  were  those    I  must  have  referred  to  before,  previous  letter

Ld  Percy,  son  of  young  John  (third),  brother  of  Mrs.  Ida  Gowan,  and  nephew 
of  Peter  Perry  Percy,  M.D. ,  lived  on  the  Main  street  of  Newburgh, 
next  to  John  Madden.  He  married  Ella,  sister  of  Fred  Caton,  and  has 
children. 

John  Percy  the  Younger,  born  1789,  died  June  12,  1876,  is  buried  at  Switzer- 
ville  Chapel.  His  first  f&sre  children,  Hannah,  Michael,  Mary  Ann, 
Peter  Perry,  and  John  were  born  between  Newburgh  and  Napanee,  pn 
what  was  later  called  the  Madden  Farm. 

Henry  Anson,  son  of  John  the  Younger,  was  studying  in  Kingston  in  a  laboratory 
when  he  lost  his  sight  and  died. 

Michael,  eldest  son  of  John  the  Younger,  when  married  was  given  a  farm  in 

Thurlow  by  his  father.  Some  years  later  he  went  to  Belleville  with  a 
load  of -grain.  He  returned  home  on  a  Saturday  night.  Soon  after  he 
retired  to  bed,  leaving  his  wife  ironing.  When  she  went  to  bed  she 
found  her  husband  dead. 

Edna  Percy,  granddaughter  of  John  Percy  the  Younger  and  Jane  Post,  married 

Adam  Fullerton  (see  Newburgh  Sensation).  They  are  buried  in  Napanee.

P.  P.  Percy,  M.D.,  was  born  at  Napanee,  Ont.  He  studied  medicine  with  Dr. 

Moore  of  Picton  and  graduated  at  MeGill  College,  Montreal,  in  1848. 
He  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Brighton  where  he 
remained  until  1853  when  ill  health  compelled  his  retirement  from 
active  service.  In  1855  he  resumed  practice  at  Delta,  from  which 
place  he  removed  to  Lansdowne  in  1865  where  he  has  since  resided. 

Educated  at  McGill,  not  married.  At  the  time  of  the  typhus  fever 
epidemic  he  doctored  Irish  families  at  Springbrook,  between  Camden 
East  and  Centreville.  Had  a  mare  of  his  Uncle  Mike  and  drove  her 
until  her  hoofs  were  worn  off. 

Thomas  A.,  son  of  Michael  of  Thurlow,  married  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Richards. 

Dr.  Peter  Percy  never  married;  disappointed  in  love.  He  was  sent  to  the  barn 
to  miss  the  birth  of  Mrs  (Dr.)  Gowan.  Join,  his  elder  brother  (sic)  was  sent 

to  Napanee  for  the  Doctor.  Mrs.  Gowan  died  of  one  of  the  first  known 

cases  of  appendicitis.

John  A.  Percy,  Who  Died  at  his  Home  in  Alameda,  Cal.,  Aug  30th,  1905. 
Salinas,  Cal.,  Index. 

"He  who  serves  his  own  generation  by  the  will  of  God  will  be  of  service 
to  the  generation  following." 

This  may  be  said  of  our  beloved  brother  and  friend,  John  A.  Percy,  who 
passed  away  at  his  home  in  Alameda,  August  30th,  1905,  after  an  illness  of 
eleven  days. 

In  the  year  184<:,  near  the  village  of  Belleville,  Canada,  John  A.  Percy 
was  born,  the  oldest  son  of  Michael  and  Sarah  Roblin  Percy.  When  his  son  was 
twelve  years  of  age  the  father  died,  leaving  a  family  of  five  children,  four 
sons  and  one  daughter.  Thus  in  his  early  years,  the  cares  of  life  fell  upon 
his  young  shoulders,  which  he  bravely  took  up,  helping  his  mother  in  every- 
way to  care  for  the  younger  members  of  the  family.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one 
Mr.  Percy  came  to  California,  spending  several  years  mining  both  in  this 
state  and  iMevada.

but,  owing  to  the  ill  health  of  his  family,  was  compelled  to  seek  other  clim- 
ate, so  in  the  year  18  73  they  returned  to  California,  where  one  year  was 
spent  in  the  vicinity  of  Sacramento  and  Oakland;  then  they  came  to  Salinas 
Valley,  where  they  resided  for  many  years.  Twelve  years  ago  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Percy  retired  from  active  farming  and  moved  to  their  beautiful  home  in  Alameda, 
that  they  might  be  near  their  two  children,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Moves,  whose  husband 
is  interested  in  the  hardware  business  in  San  Fransisco,  and  John  A.  Percy, 
Jr.,  an  attorney  of  San  Francisco.  Wherever  Mr.  Percy  has  lived  he  gained 
and  held  the  esteem  and  respect  of  his  fellow  men.  Practical  and  business- 
like though  he  was,  abreast  of  every  reform  and  full  of  wisdom  in  everyday 
affairs,  he  was  yet  so  high-minded, suixftddbcKfxiricsdora  so  absolutely  true  to 
his  highest  convictions,  tender  toward  all  who  needed  help,  abounding  in  a 
sure  and  generous  sympathy.  The  entire  community  will  feel  his  loss,  as  his 
genial  sympathetic  nature  made  all  feel  in  ih±  him  they  had  a  friend.  Mr. 
Percy  was  a  prominent  earnest  worker  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for 
many  years.  A  kind,  loving  husband;  a  tender,  affectionate  father;  he  leaves 
to  mourn  their  irreparable  loss  a  wife,  one  daughter  and  one  son;  also  two 
brothers,  George  and  Stephen  Percy,  of  Canada,  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  George 
Shaffer,  of  Stockton,  Cal.,  besides  a  host  of  loving  relatives  and  friends. 

On  Aug.  30th,  surrounded  by  his  family  and  friends,  Mr.  rercy  was  laid 
to  rest  in  the  beautiful  Mountain  View  cemetery,  Oakland.  His  last  reauien 
will  be  sunf  by  the  winds  of  the  great  Pacific,  as  they  sweep  across  his  quiet 
resting  place.  But  he,  the  true  man,  lies  not  there.  He  now  lives  where  all 
mysteries  are  solved — where  those  things  that  look  so  strange  and  contra- 
dictory to  us  here  are  in  the  light  of  the  great  love  of  our  Heavenly  Father 
made  plain.  There  he  awaits  us  and  may  we  not  hope  one  day,  when  wearied  with 
the  toils,  cares  and  pleasures  of  life,  to  m^et  him  there  again  and  again  be 
cheered  and  strengthened  as  we  have  so  often  been  here,  by  the  touch  of  his 
loving  hand.
